It would thus avoid among some com-

We were imme- 
diately examined and vaccinated, then 
assigned to our tents, six to a tent.

ple until in 1930 one per cent of our

Surely depres- 
sions and panics need never come, un- 
der our form of government, when a 
^majority of our. citizens exercise their 
rights of citizenship." 


''What agriculture, and all of our 


people need," said the Rev. W. E. Tes- 
terman, "is a balanced form of gov- 
ernment—balanced between industry, 
capital, and agriculture. We are told 
that our government gave most Of its 
favors to'agriculture from the.begin- 
ning until the: Civil war. .Then >n- 
dutry was favored above the other two 
groups, from the Civil war 
to 
the 


World war. Since that time capital 
and finance have been favored to the 
detriment of the-other,two groups. It 
is'the hope of the new administration 
to work out a balanced program of 
governmental,poeration. "But we can- 
not have this so long as selfish groups 
from any one of the three .make de- 
mands upon our law-making body 
which are sometimes so strong that 
politicians cannot turn them down." 


"What's wrong with our country?" 


Testerman asked. "The answer is 
nearly always a selfish one, whoever 
you might 'ask that question of. We 
have too long taken the attitude that 
whatever brings profit is justifiable 
in government. Neither agriculture, 
industry, nor capital can secure its 
just benefits under such selfish condi- 
tions." 


"We have left God- out of govern- 


ment ,and have adopted a warped and 
selfish philosophy of life. What we 
need is a brotherhood of man that 
seeks to serve the whole group father 
than any one of the three classes."

WASHINGTON— A detailed account 


of how railroad companies were the 
pawns of J. P. Morgan, shifted about 
and refinanced by the big banking 
house, was given Thursday by George 
Whitney, one of the Morgan partners, 
at the senate banking probe. • 


Whitney at the request of Senator 


Adams of Colorado,'• gave a detailed 
picture of Iho Allegheny Corporation, 
as a giant railroad holding company 
formed bythe Van Sweringens and fi- 
nanced by J. P. Morgan & Co. 


"The Van Sweringens," he 
said, 


"wished to effect a consolidation of 
four systems and'the thing seemed to 
be greatly in the public interest to us. 


"It seemed to us that the holding 


company might serve as a proper me- 
dium to effect the consolidation. We 
believed in it anc! Jiave gone along 
with them simply as bankers. We had 
no interest in any of the stocks except 
in one minor instance. 


"The thing was in the minds of the 


Van Sweringens a? far back as 191G. 
We have always believed in it." 


Helped Finance C. & O. 


Whitney spoke in a conversational 


tone, as though explaining a bond is-, 
sue to a board of directors. 


"We helped them finance the Chesa- 


peake & Ohio Corporation which held 
$48,000,000 in bonds of the Chesapeake 
& Ohip Railroad," said Whitney. "That 
was in 1927. 


"In 1929, they developed still fur- 


ther their idea of consolidating east- 
ern roads. They took in the Erie and 
some other systems. Then we devel- 
oped the idea of the Allegheny Cor- 
poration to hold the securities of these 
lints." 


Whitney explained that the Van 


'Sweringen railroad interests totalled 
$130,000,000 in assets. Against these 
assets, he added, the Allegheny Cor- 
poration issued $35,000,000 in bonds and 
$35,000,000 in preferred stock. 


Attached to each share of preferred 


stock was a warrant entitling 
the 


owner to Hi shares of common stock 
at $30 a share. This was the common 
stock, purchased by J. P. Morgan & 
Co. at $20 a share and sold to its pre- 
ferred clients at cost. 


"J. P. Morgan & Co. took $25,000,000 


in this common stock," Whitney add- 
ed. 


Own Collatral 


"The Van Sweringens owned all the 


collateral and they turned in all their 
holdings and put their interest under 
$60,000,000 of prior obligations." 


Then Whitney explained the Mor- 


gan firm's idea in offering the com- 
mon stock at cost to friends of the 
firm. He denied the Allegheny stock 
was a "speculative issue" and insisted 
the Morgan firm believed it would 
increase in value slowly—with the de- 
velopment of the railway holdings. 


"Jl was not offered for a specula- 


tive profit," said Whitney. "Wei be- 
lieve the holders over a long period of 
time, would make a profit-r-as we ex- 
pected to make. We would.jhaVe, too, 
except for the disastrous, collapse in 
1929 
of the three-year period, of-su-' 


per-inflation."

Agreement Necessary 


It now appears that the various com- 


modity groups will be put on a straight 
process tax basis, a trade 'agreement 
basis or a combination of the two. 


What Price'Relief? 


' How much will the individual- 
consumer have to pay under the, 
new farm relief act, designed to: 
bring higher prices to the farmers?: 


Experts of the Department of 


Agriculture have computed the ef-; 
feet in the case of the two chief; 
commodities involved—wheat and 
cotton—as follows: 


The maximum processing tax on 


wheat should not increase the price 
of the ordinary pound loaf of bread 
more than one cent. A tax of three 
cents a pound on cotton would in- 
crease the price of a ?1.50 shirt by 
a nickel. 


Administrators of the'Jaw call at- 


tention to President Roosevelt's cita- 
tion of the cotton industry, where art 
approximate 10 per cent of manufac- 
turers keep wage and hour standards 
down and production too high by fail- 
ing ,to play ball with the other 90 per 
cent. Trade associations have been 
unable to stabilize prices in the past 
because of similar minorities and the 
antitrust laws. 


Trade associations .and marketing 


agreements formed under the emer- 
gency act are specifically exempt from 
anti-trust laws, and 
would 
permit 


packers, dairy associations, cotton ancj 
tobacco manufacturers and others to 
agree on production quotas and mini- 
mum prices. 


It is hoped to raise dairy prices to 


the farmer by trade agreements, sipce 
the distribution of dairy products is 
well organized and concentrated. 


Process Tax Limited 


Process taxes are more likely in t 


cases of wheat, cotton and corn and 
hogs. Process taxes wijl be raised for 
payment of rentals or other cash com- 
pensation to the farmer in return fpr 
his acreage or volume curtailments 
Thje curtailments are relied upon to 
boost prices. 


The maximum tax is limited to the 


difference between the prevailing price 
and the pre-war parity figure, so the 
amount of tax needed to restore par- 
ity becomes less as market prices go 
up. Parity doesn't mean the pre-war 
price the farmer received, but is fixed 
in relation to the price level of the 
things the farmer buys. 


The administrator of the act will be

We 
have too long taken the attitude that 
whatever brings profit is justifiable 
in government. Neither agriculture, 
industry, nor capital can secure its 
just benefits under such selfish condi- 
tions." 


"We have left God- out of govern- 


ment ,and have adopted a warped and 
selfish philosophy of life. What we 
need is a brotherhood of man that 
seeks to serve the whole group father 
than any one of the three classes."

George Whitney, Morgan 


Partner, Tells of Panic 


Tripping Them 


WASHINGTON—A detailed account 


of how railroad companies were the 
pawns of J. P. Morgan, shifted about 
and refinanced by the big banking 
house, was given Thursday by George 
Whitney, one of the Morgan partners, 
at the senate banking probe. • 


Whitney at the request of Senator 


Adams of Colorado,'• gave a detailed 
picture of Iho Allegheny Corporation, 
as a giant railroad holding company 
formed bythe Van Sweringens and fi- 
nanced by J. P. Morgan & Co. 


"The Van Sweringens," he 
said, 


"wished to effect a consolidation of 
four systems and'the thing seemed to 
be greatly in the public interest to us. 


"It seemed to us that the holding 


company might serve as a proper me- 
dium to effect the consolidation. We 
believed in it anc! Jiave gone along 
with them simply as bankers. We had 
no interest in any of the stocks except 
in one minor instance. 


"The thing was in the minds of the 


Van Sweringens a? far back as 191G. 
We have always believed in it." 


Helped Finance C. & O. 


Whitney spoke in a conversational 


tone, as though explaining a bond is-, 
sue to a board of directors. 


"We helped them finance the Chesa- 


peake & Ohio Corporation which held 
$48,000,000 in bonds of the Chesapeake 
& Ohip Railroad," said Whitney. "That 
was in 1927. 


"In 1929, they developed still fur- 


ther their idea of consolidating east- 
ern roads. They took in the Erie and 
some other systems. Then we devel- 
oped the idea of the Allegheny Cor- 
poration to hold the securities of these 
lints." 


Whitney explained that the Van 


'Sweringen railroad interests totalled 
$130,000,000 in assets. Against these 
assets, he added, the Allegheny Cor- 
poration issued $35,000,000 in bonds and 
$35,000,000 in preferred stock. 


Attached to each share of preferred 


stock was a warrant entitling 
the 


owner to Hi shares of common stock 
at $30 a share. This was the common 
stock, purchased by J. P. Morgan & 
Co. at $20 a share and sold to its pre- 
ferred clients at cost. 


"J. P. Morgan & Co. took $25,000,000 


in this common stock," Whitney add- 
ed. 


Own Collatral 


"The Van Sweringens owned all the 


collateral and they turned in all their 
holdings and put their interest under 
$60,000,000 of prior obligations." 


Then Whitney explained the Mor- 


gan firm's idea in offering the com- 
mon stock at cost to friends of the 
firm. He denied the Allegheny stock 
was a "speculative issue" and insisted 
the Morgan firm believed it would 
increase in value slowly—with the de- 
velopment of the railway holdings. 


"Jl was not offered for a specula- 


tive profit," said Whitney. "jlVei be- 
lieve the holders over a long period of 
time, would make a profit-r-as we ex- 
pected to make. We would.jhaVe, too, 
except for the disastrous, collapse in 
1929 
of the three-year period, of-su-' 


per-inflation."

Agreement Necessary 


It now appears that the various com- 


modity groups will be put on a straight 
process tax basis, a trade 'agreement 
basis or a combination of the two. 


What Price'Relief? 


' How much will the individual- 
consumer have to pay under the, 
new farm relief act, designed to: 
bring higher prices to the farmers?: 


Experts of the Department of 


Agriculture have computed the ef-; 
feet in the case of the two chief; 
commodities involved—wheat and 
cotton—as follows: 


The maximum processing tax on 


wheat should not increase the price 
of the ordinary pound loaf of bread 
more than one cent. A tax of three 
cents a pound on cotton would in- 
crease the price of a ?1.50 shirt by 
a nickel. 


Administrators of the'Jaw call at- 


tention to President Roosevelt's cita- 
tion of the cotton industry, where art 
approximate 10 per cent of manufac- 
turers keep wage and hour standards 
down and production too high by fail- 
ing ,to play ball with the other 90 per 
cent. Trade associations have been 
unable to stabilize prices in the past 
because of similar minorities and the 
antitrust laws. 


Trade associations .and marketing 


agreements formed under the emer- 
gency act are specifically exempt from 
anti-trust laws, and 
would 
permit 


packers, dairy associations, cotton ancj 
tobacco manufacturers and others to 
agree on production quotas and mini- 
mum prices. 


It is hoped to raise dairy prices to 


the farmer by trade agreements, sipce 
the distribution of dairy products is 
well organized and concentrated. 


Process Tax Limited 


Process taxes are more likely in t 


cases of wheat, cotton and corn and 
hogs. Process taxes wijl be raised for 
payment of rentals or other cash com- 
pensation to the farmer in return fpr 
his acreage or volume curtailments 
Thje curtailments are relied upon to 
boost prices. 


The maximum tax is limited to the 


difference between the prevailing price 
and the pre-war parity figure, so the 
amount of tax needed to restore par- 
ity becomes less as market prices go 
up. Parity doesn't mean the pre-war 
price the farmer received, but is fixed 
in relation to the price level of the 
things the farmer buys.

The largest delinquent land list in 


history is now being prepared for sale 
early next month, according to 'Arthur 
Anderson, county clerk. 


There .were about 4,400 tracts of land 


in Hempstead. county on the 'delin- 
quent" list Saturday >lttgh#Mr. Ander- 
son-said. He anticipates payment on 
around 400 before the date of the sale, 
June 12. .This would leave possibly 
4,000 tracts with 1932 taxes unpaid, • 
against 2,800 tracts in the list which 
was published last year. 


The clerks's office has been swamp- 


ed, compiling the list for sale and 
striking off tracts as payments are 
made. The county clerks are forced 
to care for this detail without any 
payment to them for services, said 
Mr. Anderson, since the recent decis- 
ion threw out advertising and clerk's 
fees for compiling the delinquent list. 
County clerks and circuit clerks once 
more operate on the fee basis, due to 
the recent supreme court decision in- 
validating the salary act. 


Mr. Anderson has orders to turn 


over unredeemed or unsold tracts to 
the state for non-payment of 1930 
taxes, on the 8th of June, in place of 
June 12th, as formerly announced. An 
unusually large number of Hempstead 
county tracts will revert to the state 
on this date, after being deeded over 
on June 9th, Anderson said.

Stream-Lined Express 


OMAHA, Neb.— (NBA) — A metal, 


stream-lined train of revolutionary 
new design soon will be racing across 
western plains at a sustained speed 
of 90 miles an hour. 


The new train will be the answer of 


the Union Pacific railroad to bus and 
airplane competition. Its speed—110 
miles an hour at the maximum—will 
compare with that of airplanes, and 
its economy of operation with buses. 
Officials of the railroad believe it will 
be able to make the trip from Omaha 
to Los Angeles in 30 hours. 


The railroad company has just placed 


its order for construction of the train, 
which will require six months to build. 
In engineers' drawings it looks some- 
thing like a giant caterpillar. 


Aluminum or slight-alloy metal will 


be used in construction, since light 
weight is essential to speed. Power 
will be supplied by a distillate-burning 
motor of 600 horsepower, connected 
directly with electric generators and 
motors on the forward truck. 


There will be three cars, and the 


entire train will weigh approximately 
80 tons, compared to 1000 tons for a
